court 'martial at Tamataye which

Tho Protectorate claimed by France 
over Madagascar has never been rec- 
oguhed by the United States Gov- 
ernment; neither has a state of war 
been formally declared by France to 
exist In Madagascar.

If tbe Americnu people do not become 


well educated as to tho points of tha 
silver controversy, it will not be for 
wiiut of writing on both nidus of the 
•ntjjoot Eon. Richard P. Bland of 
iMiasonri rHoormaeH iu The North Amer- 
ican Review tho future of silver. The 
only trouble with his paper is that he, 
no more tbiui anybody else, can tell 
wlmt tho futnro of silver is. 


Mr. Gland bolicvua tbat tbe election 


o( 1SOB will bo n cruclul titno for the 
white metal. The last congress would 
do nothing with It. In tlio Fifty-fourth 
congregti tho senate will pass a bill for 
froa silver. 
Perhaps it will pass a bill 


for froo coinage, which will bo defeated 
in the houso, because a majority of the 
house of representatives in the Pifty- 
fonrtb congress will not be for free sil- 
ver. That will throw the miittar over to 
tho Hcconcl aesmiou and tho elections of 
1S08. 


By that lime the people of tbe conn- 


try Will be thoroughly roused, and the 
presidential election of 1896 will most 
likely bingo on tho silver iwrao. In the 
judgment of Hi. Bland, the people are 
emphatically on tbe side of free silver. 
The president and tho bankers and mer- 
chants an against it 
He wonts tbe 


qnention of tbe free coinage of silver to 
be made the paramount issue in 1896, 
so that tbe people may pat themselves 
finally on record. 
It will then be for 


their representatives in congress to fol- 
low their bidding. 


If tbe main issue comes on silver, 


"political parties as now organized will 
be sorely strained, if uot disrupted. In 
both the Repnblionn aud Doroooratio 
parties are strong forces that wilt no 
longer submit to on evasion of this qnee- 
lion." 


Mr. Bland calls attention to tbe fact 


that, while the demand for gold has 
more than doubled since 1856, the out- 
put of It has only slightly iBcreaned 
since then. "That prioos will remain 
on the present low level, or probably go 
meoh lower, is almost inevitable." The 
American people are aligning them- 
selves sharply. Men of wealth in the 
large cities and manaf aotnring and com- 
mercial centers'favor a gold standard. 
Tbo agricultural and laboring uod min- 
ing elastot want free iilvar. In the 
number of voter* the second class ont 
nnmber* the flnt, 


iit, JBland aay» that the maintenance 


of tii« single gold standard here requires 
the forcing down of all prices to a level 
with those of the gold oonntriea "The 
gold standard a* now maintained pre- 
•eppoae* a perpetual bond lane."

The men who loed and unload vee> 


•ela fit New Orleans are called •crew- 
men. They are unally hired oat by 
agents called BtevedorGH. The stevedore 
in the middleman. Recently when the 
•crnwmou Btrnok, the stevedores took 
aides agaiuat them. The gtevedoren are 
charged with constantly getting from 
the shipowners larger Bams tbau their 
salaries and fees as agents. Tbeee «urus 
are in the abnpe of rebates. It wai. bo- 
cnr.so the stevedores were getting rich 
off money they thought should have gone 
Into their own pockets that the screw- 
men struck. Then the stevedores em- 
ployed negroes, and some of the negroes 
were shot down in oold blood by white 
men. The striking Borewmon, however, 
explicitly denied that they bad any hand 
in the shooting. 
On the contrary, they 


declared they deeply regretted it and 
deprecated any kind of violence. The 
result of the strike and riotu is that the 
association of white aorewmen will 
bereafter themselves make contracts di- 
rectly with shipowners, tbna doing 
away altogether with the services of the 
stevedores. The sorewinen Imve appoint- 
ed as their agent fidward McCnbbin, 
who will make all contracts with the 
ghipownora and agents. 
The rate the 


sorewmeu huvo fixed for their labor ii 
35 cents an honr. The New Orleans as- 
sociation of screwmen are thns doing 
exactly what the dock laborers of Ant- 
werp did a century ago. The dock labor- 
ers of Antwerp form a great and pros- 
perous guild. 


It is expected that the trains on the 


new underground rapid transit railway 
which is to tunnel New Yo/k city from 
one end to the other will be run by eleo- 
trioity. If the power con bo transmitted 
from Niagara, as is proposed, It will be 
a great triumph of mechanical science. 
With traiua run by electrically trans- 
mitted power any city whose streets are 
congested can build an underground 
railway successfully.

These 
were able to give more authentic ac- 
conuts of the (Jubiiu insurrections Chun 
any yet received. Among them was a 
gentleman who has been ut Mauzamllo 
from Jan. b to March 1, excepting occa- 
noual visits to the interior. He states 
that the uiirisiug occurred simultaneous- 
ly throughout the province of Santiago, 
Feb. 24. Next day General Lachambro 
arrived at Guaiitauaxuo from Santiago 
With £,000 Spanish soldier* returning to 
Santiago on tho SUth with a part of the 
game troopa. Hia reason won unknown 
but it was supposed that he feared a 
trap. 


The chief of the rebels around Gnan- 


twiauio is Hunry Brooks, uuphew of 
Rich Brooks of Santiago, and Gnanta- 
utuuo. Uou\6 state that he is insane, 
others think him very able, but till con- 
cede bin bravery, determination aud 
efficacy iu the use of ureurrns. He baa 
no Americana with him. Since the 
tot outbreak he has been joined by 
Perinnu Perez, a very good soldier. 
They have GOO men at Guautanamo In 
Santiago province there lire <!,000 men 
under arms. The opiuiou-is that should 
Perto Principe rise an planned, upon his 
departure, tuis would win a strong 
force of determined men, iucreaHing tht! 
insurgents to about 1,0(10. 


Mirabel, a bundU who held for ran- 


som the 11-year-old soil of Senor Lopez 
of Stuiignu, returned the child to his 
parents on Jttiiroii IU. Mirabel olniiug 
to hold a commission of colouul from 
Cubans. He uonnuurds a strong aud 
dangerous band. 


At Santiago, mine young men who 


were in sympathy with the cause did 
not join the movement, fearing that 
negroes were the principal directors. 
This inference wus drawn from Guil- 
ermon's statement that hia chief was 
GmuiTberto Gomez. 


About SO miles from Santiago, near 


El Cobre, four Spanish troops were on 
March 15 ambushed by au insurgent 
band under command of Pollacio. TiiP 
Spaniards' loss was exceedingly heavy. 
They were routed and Cubans notified 
the Spanish authorities to send for the 
dead aud wounded. The number of the 
Cuban bund i» unknown. 


GuUeruioii, who lias a baud in the vi- 
cinity of Cristo, was seen by the pas- 
sengers interviewed. He is a leader of 
strength and the government forces fear 
and watch him. They have circulated 
reports that Guilermon died recently of 
diabetes. He was a government em- 
ploye tinder the Songo treaty, but ha> 
re/iounced his employment for the pres- 
ent iusurrootiou. That his band is well 
equipped is positively known. 


The alcaide, or mayor of glrmeza, at 


tfc.) first outbreak received orders from 
tbe governor of the Santiago province to 
cf, Uoct all arms possible from the inhab- 
itants, which he did, and then fled to 
meet Guilormou at au appointed place 
in the iiumniaius of Aimulor. 


Guerra, under command of Masso, is 


considered the bravest insurgent leader. 
He hovers near Manwvnillo, command- 
ing 500 well iinned cavalry. 
About 


March 1C he ransacked Chouipuegla vil- 
lage, which consists of about 700 inhab- 
itants, and which was guarded by 60 
Spanish soldiers. 
The commanding 
lieutenant was captured while absent 
from the garrison, but refused to give 
up the arma of tho fortification which 
was surrounded, aud upou the promise 
of life being spared the arms of tho bar- 
racks were surrendered. 


This happened in midday. That night 


after the insurgents had gone, fresh 
Spanish troops arrived, the surrender- 
ing lieutenant was arrested by them and 
ttent to prison. The Gnerra baud carry 
a Spanish Hag with diagouel white 
stripe. 
Entering a town they cry, 


"VivaEspauol," "Viva Cuba," "Viva 
Antromomie," "Muerto mul gnviernor"

A great many ex-Spanish soldiers are 


With Guerra and Mnsso, Four miles 
from Manzariillo, Guerru ca|jtured all 
the arms from the plantations. As a 
rule, the plantations are unmolested. 


lu MunziuiiUo. the volunteers and 


citizens are constantly fearing capture. 
The entrances to it are guarded and no 
one is allowed to pass the gates at night. 
Those entering during the day are com- 
pelled to surrender their maohettes or 
other arms to guards. The streets are 
constantly patrolled at night. Some of 
the richer stores have erected, opposite 
their stands, small turreted towers with 
their round "hodies projecting into the 
streets from corners ea that loopholes 
command the four directions on the 
streets. These towers ore of some 14 
inches thick, about 10 feet high and 13 
feet in diameter. 
Four have been 


erected in MumsanUlo, where six old 
turrets of wood from the former resolu- 
tion have been repaired, and several 
impromptu towors of timber have been 
constructed. 


The same work is being done at 


Bayamo for the protection of property, 
the owners of adjacent properties pay- 
ing therefor. 


Ainador Gnerra has charge of the 


coast from Mausuuiillo to Cape dm, 00 
miles of Cuba's richest teo'itory. 


The latest reports are mat the insur- 


gent forces have withdrawn into the 
interior to plan an attack, it is thought, 
upon Santiago. 


Colonel Saiitocilda arrived ait Man- 


isauillo from Santiago and is in com- 
mand of the MiinsHiniilo section qi! Span- 
ish troops as MIIHSO is of the Cuban 
forces. Snutocildu was in command of 
100 soldiers, who after a fight at.Baire, 
started for Mauzanillo. When passing 
Bayamo and about five miles distant, he 
was smbnshed by nearly 400 insurgents; 
The fire wus so fierce that they were 
compelled to form ,» hollow square to 
protect themselves from each direction. 
The Spanish ranks wore fenrfnlly mowed 
down, while the Cuban losses wore not 
insignificant. Among the latter,, Rod- 
riguez, an aide of Masso, was ikilleu. 
Had it not been for the timely arrival 
of Spanish troops from Bivyamo, the 
band of Spanish troops would have been

This conflict was the one seen from 
the kousetojui of Bayamo, and occurred 
about March 10. At the buttle of Los 
Negro* the government reports tlmy de- 
feated the insurgent*. This is not so, 
a> the battle was »u even draw. An- 
other encounter at Vigueto, 18 miles 
from Mauzanillo, confirms previous re- 
ports. On Friday, March 15, the Spa'n- 
Iih troops attempted to regain, posses- 
sion of Yura, now in the hands of in- 
surgents, but were forced . to withdraw 
after ospirited siege, losses unrneu- 
tioned around Canto river section. 


The whole country is under the »way 


of rebel influence. Bauds of these ore 
inarching towards Lasuims de Victoria 
and Puerto Priucipi, growing strouge1' 
as they niorih. A strong band of insur- 
gents are on the northern coast, daily 
expecting au expedition from the Uuited 
States. They ore to assist in the disem- 
barkation of such on expedition the 
moment of its arrival. 


The insurrection movement does not 


appear to be received with favor by 
people in the Melds who are moving into 
the cities. All kinds of 'work is sus- 
pended. The cutting of high grade 
timber has stopped from the fact that, 
numbers of the cutters are with the in- 
surgents, and others dare not enter the 
forests for such purposes. The insur- 
gents do not allow of the movement of 
cattle, keeping ' them.* ii\ their regular 
pastures.

LONDON, March25.—A terrific gal* set 


in late Saturday night aud ia still pre- 
vailing. The storm is general through- 
out Great Britain. 
There has been im- 


mense damage to property in many of 
the largo towns. Bool's, pinacles and 
chimneys of a number of churcha-i were 
blown off, aud manufactories were sim- 
ilarly damaged. In many places church 
service;* were suspended, A great num- 
ber of trees were prostrated by ths gale 
aud much damage was done to dwelling 
houses. 


In many parts of the country the tel- 


egraph lines are down. A few minor 
casualties are reported from along the 
coast. Many people have been injured 
by falling debris. A wall collapsed in 
the east end of London, and three per- 
sons were crushed to death beneath it. 
Three turrets of the pinocles on the 
west front of the Peterborough cathe- 
dral were blown down. Other build- 
ings in thu town were damaged and a 
number of persons were injured. 


The rot>f of the railway stat on at 


Stratford-ou-Avon was blown off, aud a 
number of monuments in the Pans 
church yard were damaged. 


In Birmingham the gale was felt with 


exceptional severity. A inau and three 
children were killed there. The prop- 
erty damage in the town is estimated at 
thousands of pounds. 


Two men and a girl in Leicester were 


struck by falling debris and instantly 
killed. Every house in the Ayioscone 
district was damaged. 


In Wolverhaiuptoii one person was 


killed and 12 injured. 


In Walsali two eliimuey stacks wen 


blown over. They crashed through the 
root' of a hospital, broke through the 
flooring and carried nine beds with 
patients in them into a room beneath, 
i'or a time the excitement in andarouud 
the hospital was most intense, aud the 
wildest sort of rumors were afloat, some 
having it that a do/.en persons had ueeu 
killed. As quickly as possible the work 
of clearing away the wreckage was com- 
menced, aud it was soon fouud that 
nobody hud been killed. The nine oc- 
cupants of tile beds were extricated 
alive, but badly injured. 


At Kings .Lynn immense damage was 


doue to property. A great number of 
fine trees and several fiirni buildings at 
Sandringham, the country residence of 
the Prince of Wales, near Kings Lynn.

Destructive Blaze at Kansas 


.City, Kansas. 


LOSS OVER A MILLION DOLLARS. 


Xwirljr tli« JKullre J'laul or tbe Held Broth- 


•n' Packing Company UmtluynU To- 
gether With the ConUmtft, Cuiintttlnff of 
Hoau, Gll«, Tju-J »ud Othiir Products of 
the EnterprUu—Four Firemeu lujurtxl. 
KANSAS Orrr, March 25.—At B:30 


o'clock l^st night fire broke out in the 
hog building of the Reid Packing com- 
puiiy's plant at Kansas uud Railroad 
avuuuea, Kausiis City, Kan., and almost 
the entire gruup of buildings were com- 
pletely destroyed, causing a loss of over 
a million dollars. 


When the rire was discovered a watch- 


man telephone^ for tha Kansas, Cify, 
Kan., fire department, and a general 
alarm waa bounded. The Hamefl spread 
over the top ll'ior of the hog building with 
incredible rapidity, the flames feediiiK 
oil tho meats uud oils. Before the flre- 
nion had laid u line of hose the roof had 
fallen iu. The flames from the hog 
building communicated with the engine- 
house on fche south and soon wrecked 
the boilera and destroyed the effective- 
ness of the company's fire apparatus. A 
disastrous 
explosion 
was 
narrowly 


averted by the firemen who, at the risk 
pt life and limb, rolled 30 barrels of gas- 
pliue from the building. 
From the engine building the fire 


spread to five 1-story frame icehouses, 
each 200 by ISO feet. Those were rapid; 
ly devoured by tho Humes, and then tha 
4-story storage building, which wa.; 
right in line, fell a prey to the element 
of destruction. 
There was $100,000 


worth' of meaia in the basement of this 
building 
The first door was used as a 


warehouse, flie second was filled with 
dry suit meats, on the third floor were 
big hogsheads full of meat ready for 
Bliipiueut, while the fourth floor was 
packed with dressed meats. The flre 
leaped from voum to room, and roared 
and crackled until the roof fell in, and 
the flames shot SO feet iii'the air. 


At this point the Kansas City flre de-' 


portzuent was appealed to for osnistande 
aud six howi companies and'two engines 
responded. Tho water tower from the 
Armour Packing company also ansistod. 


At 7:80 o'clock the west wall of the 


hog building fell with a crash. The 
flamus burst over the bridge connecting 
the storeogeiiouse with the beefhouse 
and the bridge burned fiercely. The 
firemen tiLrued their whole attention to 
saving 
tho beefliouse and a dozen 


streams wore turned onto the burning 
bridge. Notwithstanding the streiauouii 
efforts of the lire department section 
after section of tho bridue was partially 
destroyed and finally fell to the ground, 
where tlie work of destruction was com- 
pleted. Finiiily tho beefhouse caught 
fire imd thu nremeu ware powerless to 
»tny tho greedy flames as they ate their 
way into the building through tho 
bridge. 


When it was neon that the entire 
plant was iu iu^mirient danger of com- 
plete destruction, more aid was called 
for, and the entire force on the ground 
was turned to waving the beef ware- 
house, |u u short time the building and 
contents were saved, ant] then the flrei 
men concentrated their efforts an the 
storage buikluig, which was burning 
fiercely. A »ueavy wind coming up 
cutiBnd the flumiM to burn with renewed 
fury, uud within 20 minutes thereof 
fell in, aud soon thereafter the sooth 
and west Wtdht toppled over, But u 
little time elapsed before the building 
was a compMe wreck. 


A tj-story smokehouse is separated 


from the storage boilcting by HO feet,, a 
small 1-story building standing between 
them and this was soon blazing. The 
wind veered to the east before much 
damage was accomplished here, how- 
ever, ami the building was saved. 


A.t 10:45 the tire' wan brought under 


control, but as a heavy wind was blow- 
jng the firemen were kept on duty, all 
pjght to avoid any possibilty of tho fire 
^presiding. 


The entire plant is valued at $600,000, 


while the estimate placed ou the stock 
ranges from ijWOO.OOO to $1,000,000. The 
loss on the buildings destroyed will 
probably roach IJ.100,000 to *800,000 and 
(hat on the meats, oil, lard and other 
products consumed will bring the tulal 
to over $l,a5Q,OOQ, Tbe insurance is 
ample to cover all losses.

SHIMONOSEKI, March 3o.—As Li Hnng 


Chung, the Chinese pence euyoy, was 
i-etnrniiig to his lodgings in this place 
yesterday, after having attended a con- 
ference with Count Ito and Viscount 
Mnssu, the Japanese peace plenipoten- 
tiaries, a young Japanese toed a pisto) 
at him. The bullet sped straight, but 
most fortunately did no more harm 
than to inflict a wound in Li Hung 
Chang's cheek. At the time of sending 
this dispatch it is impossible to state 
whether or not the wound ie serious. 


The attempt to assassinate the repre- 


sentative o,£ the Emperor of China, 
caused the most intense excitement, and 
on every side there were expressions of 
deep regret. The would-be murderer 
was arrested. It is believed that he was 
prompted to the crime by misguided 
patriotism. 
He nave his name as 


Kovauna Rokunosuki. His outecedants 
are unknown. He is 21 years old. 


Prime Minister Ito has lelefrahed to 


Hiroshima asking that Or. Sato, the im- 
perial physician, be sent to Shimonosela 
to attend the Chinese commission. 


The ministers of state and a number 


of other officials, have visited Li Hnng 
Chang and expressed their regret at the 
occurrence. Every precaution has been 
taken by the police and military to pre* 
vent ary' trouble, The government pro- 
foundly regrets the affair. 


The attack on Li' Hung Chang calls to 


mind the attempt made ou Mi»y 11, 
1801 (to kill the czarewitoh, now the 
emperor of Russia. In November, 1880, 
the czarowitch, in company with hia 
cousin, Prince George of Greece, start- 
ed ou u tonr of the world. They visited 
Vienna, Athens, Cairo, Bombay, Cal- 
cutta, Madras, Ceylon, Bangkok, Siom 
aud various other places in China and 
.Japan. 
WhUe at Otsu, Japan, the 


czhruwitch was attacked with a sword 
by a fanatical Japanese nHicer and quite 
severely wounded, He would, in all 
liklihood, have been killed had it not 
been for the bravery of Prinoe George, 
who sprang upon the wonld-be assassin 
and fulled him to the ground. The af- 
fair caused the greatest excitement and 
the mikado, traveled to Otsu to visit 
the cxarewitch and express his regret 
for the attack. It had been the inten- 
tion of the czurewitch to return to Rua- 
sia by way of the United States, but he 
was summoned home by Czar Alex- 
ander, and upon hia recovery he ret 
turubd tci St. te'tersbiirg by way of Si- 
beriu.
